“This ‘prophecy; we believe, was 
made after the Satsuma Rebellion, when” 
there was every promise of the country 
under .its petty chiefs. relapsing *nto the 
warlike condition: which obtained in the 
Middle Ages. Satsuma; however, proved 
both the beginning and. the- end of the 
modern‘tronbles:’ It was the last attempt 
to ‘obtain that.comtro! over the Throne 
which had been exercised’ for. so. many 
years by different clans,.and which. the 
Tokugawos: had carried to such an 


“¥axtreme that.. the’ very existencé of tho 


Throne was-in danger of being forgotten.- 
Yet thero was every bit ag much scheming 
and conniving, as much intriguing and 
plotting, in the Japan of fifty years ago 
as: there is in- China to-day.

We aro apt 
to give Germany credit—or’ oven dis- 
credit, as somo people think—for ‘organ- 
isation, and forget thet Germany learn- 
ed tho lesson from England and, excel- 
lent copyist as she is, improved upon 
that lesson. The Germans have atudied 
the history of England. with a reverence 
and care which is a compliment to the 
gicataess of our past, but their purpose 
was no compliment to our prescnt, for 
they designe by imitating those methods 
which we had‘ forgotten, and that spirit 
which had waxed dim within us to tako 
on Place inthe’ world. ‘ : 
ost of us are not too old to remember 
the hordes of German clerks who swept 
over this country somo twenty years or 
80 ago, and. freely entered “almost every 
mercantile and shipping business,’ Our 
business men, whose chief desire .wag in 
fact to obtain cheap lubour, made almost . 
a-virtue of employing these commercial 
spies, and read lessons to young Engtish- 
Men on the virtues of German frugality, 
As a matter of fact not ‘tho most meagro 
clerk could have lived on the pittance 
those Germany, received from the Gnad- 
grinds who employed them, but they wero. 
stibsidised upon a national system by the .- 
Gorman employers, and theit purpose: 
was to steal! all our commercial and in- 
dustrial secrets. This could not havo 
happened. in’ the Seventeenth or Eigh- 
teenth Century. When the ‘French tivo 
hundred years before tried to steal our 
skilled weavers the death punishment was 
imposed by oa jealous Parliiment on: 
those who accepted’ bribes to betray tho 
industrial, accreta of the country. ‘Phere 
was then a National Policy; "but. the- 
lavsaez faire principles of the. Manchester 
Schoo! ' seduced Englishmen ‘from: those

tionel-industry, upon “which ‘the founda- 
tiona of our greatness had been wel! and 
truly laid. “Holland been. ‘seduced 
long before by the same pernicious doec- 
trines, And where Holland is now, Eng- 
land will be unless our business com- 
munity learn once again to put country 
fore inoney, and take up the work of 
national organisation in real earnest. 
How ‘is it to be done? It seems to us 
that the only wound way is to organise, 
trade by trade and industry by qnduste % 
The miscellaneous. collection ‘of a ‘who 
community is. of little practical value, 
as the hake: of ‘interests between one 
trade and another prevent effective work, 
‘The organisation whichis ‘to aucoeed - 
toust be a. business organisation with 
practical aims, and a. nucleus of com- 
mon practical interest to keep its mem~ 
bers togethor. There are many people ° 
who are even now sitting still in the vain 
expectation that the Government will 
atep in and do the work. ‘That English- 
men should entertain such. an - idea is 
in itself almost a sign of degeneracy. 
The Government wil} do nothing until it 
is forced, The only interest of the poli- 
cians who have captured the‘ administra- 
tion is to. ) themsolves in office, with 
the least possible disturbance: to ‘the 
existing order of things. Everything - 
may go as.long oa. they remain. Ag. for - 
‘the officials, they live in a world of their 
own, remote from the realities of - life, 
and their onda is te add to their powers’ 
and their establishments. There is a real 
danger that England may be strangled 
by these two interests working together, 
the political interest and the official in- 
terest.
